THE BISHOP’S DESIRE. 

The Bishop has since admitted he desired a 
nnion ofall Serbs, and regretted that the 
Serbs of Servia had not like the Croats adopt- 
ed the Latin letters. The division of alphabets 
corresponds to that of religions. The Croats 
are simply Catholic Serba, whereas the sub- 
jeots of King Milan are orthodox. The Serbs 
of Bosnia are partly orthodoxand partly Ma- 
bametan. From the politicians’ point of view 
it was an ill-chosen time for Strassmayer to 
pay complimente to Russia when for two years 
past the Austrio-Hungarian monarchy has 
been arming to defend itself against the Rus- 
sians. The politicians also believe that a 
more inopportune moment could not have 
been chosen for Emperor William’s rebuff to 
Count Von Taafe, as it will undoubtedly in- 
crease the tension between the different races 
of the dual empire and greatly strengthen the 
Nationalist movement among the several peo- 
ples, which has for some time caused serious 
embarrasament to the Government. 

THE PEOPLE OF THE EMPIRE. 

The Austrian Emperor’s subjects are of 

many races. There are the Germans of 


Austria and the Tyrol and the German minor- ; 


ity of Bohemia, who are as’ bitter as any 
Orangeman against the Nationalist move- 
ment of the Czechs. The COzechs, the 
Moravians andthe Poles form one Slavonic 
group, from which perhaps the Slavacks and 
Ruthenes must be distinguished. Then 
Hungary contains, besides the Magyars, a 
large Roumanian population, whose eyes are 
apt to turn toward their kinsman, whose cap- 
ital is Bucharest. The National movements in 
Croatian finds its first enemies in the Magyars, 
who are the chief anti-Russian movers in the 
Empire, and this antagonism of iteseif is 
likely to arouse feelings of sympathy with 
Russia in the breasts of the Croats. 
HUNGARIAN HOME RULE. 

The fact is the difficulties of Austria are 
almost insurmountabie, and it is a perpetual 
wonder that she existe at all. The experiment 
of giving home ruie to Hungary—and a wider 
home rule than it has ever been proposed to 
give Ireland—has undoubtedly been a success 
in so far as it has made Hungary a contented 
partner in the common concern. But the coir- 
cumstances of Austria, composed of a number 
of different races, which are counted ty mil- 
hons, and which ococoupy great territories, 
make it very difficult and dangerous to stop 
on the way to federation. Bohémia, at least, 


will never be fully trustworthy in the hour of | 


danger, in the hour of «a great war with 
Russia, until she gets what Mungary 
got in 1866. 

The difficulty lies in the fact that Bohemia 
has ite Ulster in ite German population. Just 
as Hungary has ite Uleter in the Croats, It is 
pretty certain that Austria and Hungary can 
not stand still. The disaffection of her Siavo- 
nie subjects—with the exception of the Gall- 
cian Poles—is at present so widespread that 
the Empire would not probably imerge in- 
tact from the strain of even a successful war.

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MONOPOLY’S SHACKLES. 


The Canadian Pacific Rallway’s Attempt to 
Fasten Thom Upon Manitoba. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Disratca. 
Winneree, Manitoba, October 18. 
LOSE upon the rumors 
that have been afloat 
for some time now 
comes the assurance 
of a determined at- 
tempt on the part of 
the Canadian Pacific 
Rallway to prevent 
this province from 
completing her sys- 
tem of iocal railways 
In connection with the Northern Pacific, 
causing a good deal of comment. By the 
Canadian constitution the power of building 
local railways is expressly reserved to the 
provinces with certain exceptions, one class 
excepted being railways ‘‘intended for the 
benefit of the Dominion.’’ Railways of this 
latter class can be  echartered by 
the Federal Government only. The Oonstitu- 
tion Goes not say how it is to be decided 
whether a rallway is intended for the benefit 
of the Dominion, but at the Oonstitational 
Conference at Quebec in the year previous to 
the passage of the British North American Act, 
it was resolved thata local railway must be 
specially stated in its charter to be for the 
benefit of the Dominion ff ft is to be so 
classed. 


THE RAILWAY ACT OF 1883. 

The Federal Parliament has adopted a very 
different and most arbitrary way of settling 
the matter by passing a law—the railway act 
of 1883—in which It is enacted that every local 
railway connecting with or crossing any Ca- 
nadian trunk line, is for the benefit of the 
Dominion and therefore, ultra vires, 
of @ provincial legisiature. The net re-

Valley and return free of charge. Train after 


train rolled up and poured its passengers into 
the little village. The whole town was 
dressed in mourning. From end to end of the 
main street not a house but showed the dread 
signs of death. Astrange and awful sight it 
presented. Every building was draped in 
black, which fluttered from door and window 
and swung in heavy folds across the fronts of 
the buildings. Across the street at Brehony’s 
store, in which building four lay dead, 
stretched a great banner witha deep-biack 
border and in its snow-white center stood out 
the words: 

**We mourn our dead.’’ The American flag 
floated at half-mast from a tall pole, erected 
last night at the upper end of the street. 

Never before had such a crowd gathered in 
this usually quiet little town. 

A SAD CONCOURSE. 

By 9 o’clock not less than fifteen thousand 
people were there. Main street from 
end to end was one iD ass 
of humanity and round the Catholic 
Charch, a small but handsome frame edifice, 
the throng was 80 dense that motion was im- 
possible. But overthat vast crowd hung a 
silence and a gioom most strange and awful, 
Thehum and stir which characterizes all 
gatherings of men on ordinary occasions, was 
utterly wanting and the absense of it 
struck upon tbe senses as one 
of the most awe-inspiring features 


of that singular spectacie. As tbe 
hour of 9 was reached the solemn sound of the 
church bell rang over the town in slow and 
measured beats, and almost on the instant 
that great crowd parted in all directions and 
through the narrow lanes in the dense mass 
of bhamanity could be seen the coffins of 
the dead borne by friends and relatives on 
foot and slowly approaching the church edi- 
fice. As they passed along the sounds of 
grief and sorrow marked their path. Women 
wept aloud and the solemnity of that 
scene sent a thrill of feeling to 
the coldest heart. One by one the 
coffins, followed by their littie train of mourn- 
ers, passed through the portals ofthe church, 
from which all were excluded until the last 
mourner had entered, A temporary platform 
of boards had been erected in frontof the 
altar, and upon this the coffins 
were placed. No sound was heard 
in that building after the last coffin had found 
its place but the wallings of women and the 
stified sobs of men. 
AN AFFECTING SCENE.
